katchewan was concerned nothing 
but the suvsidy question was dis- 
cussed in the conference,” was Pre. 
imier Scott's statement oan his return 
from Cttawa. “Prataier Roblin in- 
tended to ask Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
to take up the boundaries question, 
but Mr, Whitney was not prepared, 
and the 12th November has been set 
for Saskatchewan, Manitobg and 
Opterio to appear at Ottawa again 
ind present their respective claims 
w.th regard to the division of Kee- 
Watin. 

‘Yes,  Alberta’s representatives 
sed ourselves, together with Prem. 
iecs Whitney of Ontario and Me 
Brice of British Columbia, who were 
not at the former conference held at 
Quebec in 1902, joined the rest ‘in 
Tapp rting the Quebee resolutions 
in favor of the subsidy increase,” 
Mr. Scott went on to say in reply 
*,ivither questions, “and a motion 
acc dvgly was unanimously pas- 
sel which, however, reserved the 
right of any province to place any 
addi jonal claim before the Domin- 
ion government. When later on in 
th. curse of the conference we were 
a-kead to assent to the payment of 
$100,000 additional per annum ito 
British Columbia for ten years © to 
meet her exceptional conditions, 
Premier Rutherford and I took the 
ground that the proposal was fair, 
but that the other westerm provineos 
also had to contend with exeeption- 
al conditions. We heartily support: 
a! conditions. We heartily supporc- 
ed the recommendation for a special 
payment to British Columbia and 
moved in addition that each of the 
three prairie provinces should re- 
ceive an extra $50,000 annually for 
ien years. Our motion was noc car- 
ried. In fact it is simply remark- 
able to find with what unanimity 
the opinion prevails outside of the 
new provinces that Alberta and Sas, 
katchewan were .given far better 
terms than any other province en- 
joys. I am afraid that a remark of 
the Montreal Gazette pretty fairly 
represents eastern sentiment. In 
an article on the conference the 
Montreal Gazette complainingly 
said: “The new provinces of Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta, which have 
been lavishly endowed by the Do- 


minion, also wanted more. Of 


course, the fact is that. as regards 
our straight money subsidy, leaving

jority in the conference to agree to 
any extra payment to the prairie 
provinces.” 
“Did you go to Ottawa intending 
to demand special consideration 2?” 
“No. While the extraordinarily 
rapid settlement of new areas now 
going on involves unusual local gov- 
ernment burdens, we were prepared 
to be content with an equal subsidy 
basis applying to the whole Do.
